Ir is said that Bickerstaff preferred the Opera of Lionel and Cla-: 
rissa, to all his other productions, whether this be true or not, certain 
it is, that this Opera was a very great favorite with our ancestors, 
and many of our principal performers. of by gone days, either chose 
to make their début in it, or else may be said to have gained an addi- 
tional hold on public favour by their representation of the different 
characters of this Opera. Among these it will be sufficient to mention 
Johnstone, (afterwards celebrated for his Lishmen) who made a tri- 
umphant debut as Lionel ; Mr Kelly and Mrs Crouch, whose perfor- 
mance of the hero and heroine, was universally adnaired ; and Miss 
Pope whose Lady Mary Oldboy, was considered her most finished 
dramatic portrait. How then are we to account for the total neglect 
into which this Opera has fallen at the present day?’ It is thirteen 
years since it was performed at this Theatre, and on its revival on 
Saturday night, was received with the most chilliag apathy, by a very 
thin audience, so thin, that we should think the manager will consign 
Lionel and Clarissa to another slamber of thirteen years, ere he again 
venture to disturb their repose. ‘The modesn taste for music, is now 
so changed, that what pleased ‘our grandsires, stands no chance with 
our fastidious ears accustomed as we are to the rich orchestral ac- 
companiments of the Italian and German composers. Mrs Wood, 
(though she had taken pains to disfigure herself by the ugliest dress 
that ever was worn,) merits great praise for her performance of Cla- 
rissa ; had we the conceit of some of our contemporaries, we might 
say she had taken our advice, and discarded all — ornament, 
for she sang her songs with matchless sweetness. it 

Wood was tame and inefficient both as a singer and an actor ; and 
Mrs C. Jones was too coarse for the fine lady she had to personate. 
Ball’s Jessamy was excellently acted, but we dont know why he thought 
it necessary to squeak like a guinea-pig; instead~ of; laughing.. ‘The 
Colonel Oldboy of Farren was an-exquisite morceau and Mrs Hamby 
acted Jenny well, but her singing, and that of Miss Field, was any 
thing but harmonious. After the Opera, ‘God save the King,’ was

sung wretchedly bad, with the exception of Mrs Wood’s verse, which 
was magnificent.
